When a scoffing and sneering influence 
is brought into the lives of the young 
the effect is especially disastrous, for it 
appeals to an unformed and eager imag- 
ination willing to see in such authority 
a worldly wisdom and knowledge. 


Vulgar 
jokes, personal abuse of 


political rivals, unpatriotic views of 
patriotic events, the distortion and 
criticism of the motives and endeavors 
of honest men, all combine to make 
the reader a more undesirable neigh- 
bor and citizen, and to lower the stand- 
ard of public morality. 


There is only one method of remedy 


ing this evil of plain speech on unsav- 
ory subjects and disingenuous criticism 
on current events ; it is for the public 
to discountenance it by ceasing to read 
or bring into the family the paper 
which gives it circulation. This can be 
done, and should be done. There are 
decent papers, papers into the column; 
of which sensational news and scan 
dalous matter is never admitted. These 
should be supported. Generally speak 
ing, a newspaper is what the mass of 
its readers wants it to be. The law of 
supply and demand is almost universal 
and yet the right exerts a strong in 
Jluence. It has a potential power oJ 
its own. Editors, as a rule, desire to 
cater to what is good rather than to 
what is evil. The trouble-is that it 
the wrong kind of influence which 
apt to be most in evidence, and it is 
this which has much to do in develop 
ing the sensational features of modern 
journalism. This has been so, but 
reaction is inevitable, and signs of it 
are already apparent. Men who are 
interested in this end of the century 
social development can do no greatei 
good than to bring direct pressure to 
bear on the editorial sanctums of the 
great newspapers. — New York Mai 
and Express.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 10.—A ca 


blegram to the Times-Union from Key 
West, Fla,, says: 


Private advices received in this city 


from Cuba state that the situation ia 
the province of Santa Clara, is some« 
thing1 terrible. Provisions are scares 
and the women and children are dying 
of starvation, most of the men havin 
joined the insurgents. 


Numerous bands of insurgents are 


reported near San Juan do la Syras, ' 
Las Vilas district. A band of two 
hundred insurgents entered the town 
of Caimeto, in Las Vilas district, rout- 
ed a detachment of soldiers and carried 
off several hundred head of horses. 


A band of Cubans, commanded by 


Berneau Fernandez, attacked a com 
pany of troops commanded by a ser 
jreant at the sugar station San Rafael 
near Ecmedico, on Aug-ust 29, killing- 
the sergeant and nine soldiers and 
capturing all their arms and ammu- 
nition. 


Six hundred insurgents, commanded 


by Pedro Diaz and Kapaleos attacked 
the town of Remeates, near Eemedios, 
on August 30. After exchanging t 
fe%v shots they withdrew. 


Mayia Eodiguez, with a large ,band, 


is reported advancing toward Segu» 
la Grande and Colon. 


On September 0 Serafin Sanchez and 


band were encamped near the town 
of Santa -Espirito. 


Jose Harron, a prominent Spanish 


cavalry captain, died of yellow fever 
at Sancti Spirituo. 


A convoy, composed of three steam 


tugs, commanded by Gen. Casco, that 
left Manzinillo on August 2S, was at- 
tacked by the Cubans near El Muerto, 
011 the Conto river. The Cubans killed 
two engineers, several firemen and an 
officer and sunk Iwo schooners. 


On August 31 the insurgents attack 


ed the town of Campichuela, near San 
tiago de Cuba. After fighting an hour 
the Cubans commenced to retreat and 
the troops followed. Then the insur- 
gents turned on them, killing 46. 


Koloff and band have blown up the 


railroad bridge near Maca.s, between 
Jaguay Abou and-Vegas de Palmas.

Now Jeff Baker's 
daughter only has a convulsion once or 
twice in two weeks, while her cousin 
suffers an attack about once every two 
days. 


A few days ago the Bakers cleaned 


out their well, which was nothing more 
than a holo dug in the bed of run and 
walled up, the waters of the creek runn- 
ing over it. In the bottom of this"well" 
was found several wheelbarrow loads 
of slimy blue mud, in which were the 
putrefying bodies of numerous large 
frogs. The stench arising from this 
mess was something awful. It should 
be said that for some time before the 
Bakers had been boiling water before 
using it, and as soon as they com- 
menced doing this the girls began to 
improve and have improved steadily 
since. The attending physician is con- 
fident that the whole trouble origin- 
ated from this impure water and that 
the girls will soon be entirely recov- 
ered. 


The above is given on account of the 


cock and bull stories which have ap- 
peared from time to time in the Blade. 
A prominent West Side citizens who
